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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1 .3 12.

The application has been amended as follows: Claim 14 has been renumbered as claim 
13, and claim 15 has been renumbered as claim 14. The claims were inadvertently misnumbered 
by applicant. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the cited 
prior art taken alone or in combination discloses or suggests a waveguide device comprising a 
core portion of functional metallocene cycloolefin copolymer (f-mCOC) and a cladding layer 
portion of metallocene cycloolefin copolymer (mCOC), wherein the core portion has an index of 
refraction greater than that of the cladding layer portion. Prior art does generally teach optical 
waveguides comprising cycloolefin copolymer, but fails to specifically disclose the cladding 
layers to be formed of metallocene cycloolefin copolymer, while the waveguide core is formed 
of a functional metallocene cycloolefin copolymer.
